GENERAL HOSTILITIES 
During 2 condition of general hostilities United States 
National Objectives vis-a-vis the USSR will be, unless modified 
by 2opropriate authority, as set forth in Paragraph 19 of NSC 20/4; 
"To counter the threats to our national security and well 
being posed by the USSR, our general objectives with respect to 
Russia, in time of pence as well as in time of war, should be: 

"a. To reduce the power and influence of the USSR to limits 
wiich no longer constitute a threat to the peace, national 
independence and stability of the world family of nations. 

"pb. To bring about 4 basic change in the conduct of inter- 
naavional relations by the government in power in Russia, to 
conform with the purposes and principles set forth in the UN 
Charters 

"In pursuing these objectives due care must be taken to 

avoid permanently impairing our economy and the fundamental values 


and institutions inherent to our way of life." 
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V. BASIC 2RINCIPLES OF OPERATION 


lL. Psychological operations programs are established instruments 
of national policy and shall, therefore, be consistent with and 


directed toward the achievement of national objectives. 


e. Psychological operations will be conducted in conformity 
with the statutory responsibilities of the departments and 
agencies voncerned, 1n consonance with national policy, and will 
be compatible with Psychological Strategy Board Guidance.

a; 3. As appropriate, psychological operations and policies 
and plans pertaining thereto shall be coordinated with similar 


operations, policies and plans of our Allies. 


1. The Psychological Strategy Board shall be responsible for: 
(a) the formulation and promulgation, as guidance to the depart- 
ments and agencies responsible for psychological operations, of 
over-all national psychological objectives, policies and programs , 
(b) the coordination and evaluation of the national psychological 


effort. 


a. The Joint Chiefs of Staff, in conformity with established 
national policy and as compatible with Psychological Strategy 
Board guidance, and except as provided in paragraphs VI 4 and 
VI 5 immediately below, shall be responsible for planning and 
execution of U.S. psychological operations in Mmitt¢bary theaters
